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Our Big Sister Republic—China 


HE patriotic service rendered by the 

Bible and the American Bible Society 
throughout the length and breadth of our 
great republic was emphasized appropriately 
in the July issue of the Recorp. In the pres- 
ent issue we give especial attention to another 
great republic. While the United States of 
America forms the most powerful, progressive, 
and prosperous republic known to history, it 
does not form the largest. In both area and 
population that distinction belongs to the 
young republic of China. 

Particular attention is called to China in 
the Rrecorp at this juncture, not because of its 
size, but because of the fact that in a republic 
of its vast population and area there is a 
peculiar openness 
to, and need for, 
the Bible. Cable 
messages from Chi- 
nese national lead- 
ers substantiate and 
Sllustrate these 
facts. On this page 
is a translation of 
the message from 
the President of 
China, Hsu Shih 
Chang, which with 
messages from other 
leaders, was cabled 
to the American 
Bible Society for 
presentation on 
Bible Day, June 29th, at the Methodist 
Episcopal Centenary Celebration at Colum- 
bus, O. It is significant, as Dr. Hykes re- 
ports, that while the President has been so 
absorbed in trying to solve the political diffi- 
culties which were rending his country that 
his attention to other subjects could rarely be

the content, and also because of the position 
and character of the author. 

That China is peculiarly open to the Scrip- 
tures at present is also indicated by the really 
stupendous circulation of the Bible during its 
seven years’ existence as a republic. The 
American Bible Society, since 1912, has put 
into circulation in China 12,038,167 volumes. 
While the bulk of these volumes have been 
the smaller portions, many have been the 
Testament and the whole Bible. It will be 
remembered, perhaps, that one Chinese pa- 
triot-philanthropist, while not an avowed 
Christian, purchased from the American Bible 
Society Testaments and Bibles by the tens of 
thousands and sent them to educators and 


officials, with se- 
lected passages 
marked, and in- 
dorsed: ‘“‘Respect- 


fully presented by 
Yung Tao, who is 
not a church mem- 
ber.” The British 
and Foreign Bible 
Society during this 
same period has sup- 
plied China with 
over 17,000,000 vol- 
umes of Scriptures. 

In seven years 
China has absorbed 
over 30,000,000 vol- 
umes, and would 
have absorbed many more had they been 
available. Moreover, this again is the more 
significant when we remember what the Rev. 
Wilbur C. Hooker, sub-Agent of the American 
Bible Society in China, states in the article on 
a later page: ‘‘The sacred regard in which the 
printed character is held in China is of ines- 
timable value to the Bible and tract societies. 
No printed page is ever wantonly destroyed; 
if it is beyond use it is reverently burned, 
but before that it is treasured and read and 
reread.” 

Our valued and veteran Agency Secretary 
in China, Dr. Hykes, made out a list of 26 
languages and dialects of China in which the 
Scriptures had been made available in whole 
or in part, at the time of the Centennial of the 
American Bible Society; and this again makes 
China peculiarly open to the Scriptures. 


I earnestly hope 
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Fresh statements of various stages and 
phases of Bible work follow in this issue. The 
veteran and highly honored missionary, Dr. 
Chauncey C. Goodrich, gives an idea of the 
manner and importance of the work of putting 
the Scriptures into the great language of 
China. Something of the method of distribu- 
tion will be found in the article by Mr. Hooker. 
The picture of touring experiences by Mr. 
Torrance gives another phase of the condi- 
tions under which this work is done, while 
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the letter from the Methodist Episcopal Mis- 
sion in West China adds to those printed in 
the June Recorp another testimony from 
Christian workers on the importance of the 
Bible Society’s work. ; 

Only the necessary limits of space prevent 
a presentation of abundant other material 
which is at hand, illustrating and emphasizing 
the wonderful opportunity and the acknowl- 
edged need for the circulation of the Word 
of God through our big sister republic. 


Scriptures by Aeroplane 
By Rev. A. Wesley Mell 


WO thousand volumes of Scripture, Gos- 

pels of St. John, were carried by aeroplane 
from San Francisco to Sacramento, Cal., on 
July 26th. 

A special souvenir edition was prepared for 
the occasion, and a picture of the aeroplane, 
with the following inscription, A MerssAGE 
prom HEAVEN DELIVERED BY AEROPLANE, 
was stamped on the cover. The Scriptures 
were sent by the Pacific Agency of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society to the Young People’s Al- 
liance, of the Evangelical Association, which 
was holding a 
state conven- 
tion in the cap- 
ital city. 

Appropriate 
service was held 
at the Ingelside 
Field, San Fran- 
cisco, at the time 
of the sending of 
the Scriptures, 
and at Mather: 
Field on the re- 
ceiving of these 
Scriptures. 

In San Fran- 
cisco, the Secre- 
tary, A. Wesley 
Mell, and Dr. A. 
J. Briggs, execu- 
tive secretary 
of the State Federation, delivered short ad- 
dresses. Prayer was offered by Dr. George 
W. White. Attention was called to the fact 
that Scriptures had been carried on the backs 
of blacks in Africa, by camel train in Syria, by 
dog sleds in Alaska, on the backs of ponies in 
Mongolia, by coolies in India, and by colpor- 
teurs on foot, bicycle and auto throughout 
the world; but this is perhaps the first time 
in history that the Scriptures for general dis- 
tribution were carried by aeroplane. 


Dan Davison, the aviator who piloted the 
Bible plane, was called the world’s first sky 
pilot for the Scriptures. 

At 3.30 p.m., the aeroplane circled the 
field and flew out over the Pacific Ocean, 
circling higher and higher until it had reached 
an altitude of 4,000 feet. It then started east- 
ward for its one-hundred-mile journey, flying 
over San Francisco, Berkeley, and other 
cities, en route. Two hundred Gospels were 


dropped from the skies on these cities. 
In Sacramento the convention adjourned and

fifteen automobiles loaded with young people 
went out to the Mather Field to receive the 
Scriptures. It was nearly five o’clock when 
the aeroplane was first seen flying from the 
west. The sun was just setting behind the 
western mountains and all the sky seemed 
filled with a golden light. Several times as the 
aeroplane approached and circled the flying 
field, the sun’s rays glistening on the machine 


seemed to turn it into burnished silver, and, 


as it flew with wings outstretched, it brought to

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mind Revelation 14:6: 
“And I saw another angel 
fly in the midst of heaven, 
having the everlasting gos- 
pel to preach unto them 
that dwell on the earth, 
and to every nation, and 
‘kindred, and tongue, and 
people.’’ As the messenger 
was flying toward the field, 
this verse was read to the 
crowd by a descendant of 
ithe French Huguenots, the 
}Rev. C. E. Ranck, of Sen- 
«chow, China, who had just 
ireturned as a missionary 
ifrom China and was one of 
ithe speakers at the conven- 
i tion. 

The Rev. Mell, by train, 
‘followed the aeroplane to 
‘Sacramento and spoke be- 
‘fore the convention on Sun- 
‘day afternoon. The Scrip- 
tures were not distributed until after his ad- 
dress. There was a great demand for these 
Scriptures, and the convention took up a col- 


HEN Morrison came to China he must 

needs bring with him the world’s 
great Classic. For a centennial since, as men 
have gone up and down China preaching the 
glad evangel, this Book has been their joy 
and song, and its words of life their inspiring 
message. Again and again, to missionaries 
preaching in a new dialect, the same insistent 
call has come as to Morrison. Is not the 
Bible, once the gift of the Orient to the Occi- 
dent, now the most precious gift of the Occi- 
dent to the Orient? And so there have been 
sundry renderings of The Book into the vari- 
ous dialects of this continental land. 

But, oh, for one mother tongue and one 
Bible in China, as in the dear homelands! 
Alas! that we must be forever multiplying 
versions. Well, in the north we have the 
- Mandarin Colloquial, which has seemed to be 
| spoken over quite an extent of country, with, 
cof course, a multitude of variations. In the 
long years, I have myself traveled and 
preached in seven provinces of China, using 
as far as possible language everywhere cur- 
rent. Others have gone much farther, until 
finally the marvelous discovery has been made 
that the Mandarin Colloquial is almost a 
continental language, embracing all of China 
save the southeast segment (south from

Shanghai), and including the whole of Man- 
churia. 
A Great Venture 

It remained for the Shanghai Missionary 
Conference of 1890 to make a great venture, 
and vote that a committee be chosen to 
translate the Scriptures into a universal Man- 
darin Colloquial. And so the Mandarin Com- 
mittee was born. The men were chosen from 
localities distant from one another, that so 
we might hope to discover the language every- 
where spoken. What this has cost of time and 
toil and patience and discussion, not to speak 
of the translators’ normal work of word 
weighing and work tasting, it is not easy to 
put down on paper. 
Imagine, if you can, a translator and his 
pundit from Peking, another pair from Che- 
foo, another from the southwest province of 
Kweichow, another from near N anking—all 
this. miscellaneous assortment of workers, 
Chinese and foreign, meeting together in our 
“Jerusalem Chamber.” The first morning of 
three hours together, after something like 
travail pains, gave a result of three or four 
verses, to be afterward twice criticized, with 
a final touching up at the end. That is the 
beginning, with long trials of patience to fol- 
low in the coming months and years.

Fundamental Rules 

After this fundamental rule of translation, 
that the language must be universal, not 
local, our Committee also adopted four other 
rules, to each of which close attention was 
constantly paid: 

1. The rendering must be truly colloquial, 
like our King James Bible, easily understood 
by all who can read. 

2. The style, while easily understood, must 
be high enough to be chaste. 

3. The translation must be a close render- 
ing of the original. 

A. The illustrations must be as far as pos- 
sible translated, not paraphrased. Previous 
revisions had employed much paraphrasing. 

A serious difficulty in the work has been 
the frequent loss of valued translators, till “I, 
even I only,’ am left of the original seven 
who began the work. 

All our sittings before 1912, excepting only 
the Boxer year, were held during the summer 
vacation, with a month or moreadded. In 1900, 
while Satan was doing his worst in wrecking our 
stations, like Luther we did our best toward de- 
molishing his kingdom. At length we finished 
and twice revised the New Testament, before 
the third great Conference of 1907. 

For the last five years all provision has been 
made for us by the great Bible Societies, and 
we have given our time, our strength, and 
our love to the work, and have now come to 
the hallelujah period. I wish I could write 
how some of the books of the Old Testament 
have taken hold of us—such as the Psalms, 
the world’s great Hymnal; Job’s wonderful 
drama; Isaiah, the poet-prophet; Ezekiel and 
Zechariah, with their marvelous visions! By 
the goodness and discernment of the Bible 
Societies we have had time to see the vision 
of these books, dream their dreams, and some- 
times catch the glory of their message. And 
we have done our best to render the language 
of the world’s divine Classic into the tongue 
of the Celestials. 


The Mandarin Colloquial, a Language 


During these years of toil together we have 
learned what to us has been a wonder and a 
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great gladness—that the Mandarin Colloquial 
is a language, worthy to stand alongside the 
great languages of the world. Unlike the 
dialects of southeast China, it is written; and 
under the hands of a master, both for prose 
and poetry, is nearly equal ‘to all the demands 
that may be made upon it. 

I wish here to give thanks for a Bible so 
susceptible of being translated. To me it has 
been a constant marvel that the Bible, as it 
has been now rendered, both in the classical 
style and in the Mandarin Colloquial, is so 
near an approach to the original languages of 
the Scriptures. Just here we may be grateful 
that the language of the Bible is almost free 
from abstract terms, so foreign to the genius 
of the Chinese tongue. : 

I think it is also a reason for gratitude to God 
that the principal aims with which the Commit- 
tee entered upon the work have been substan- 
tially achieved, and that China has now a Bible 
that can be read by three hundred millions of 
her people in their mother tongue. 

May I add a personal word—that it is the 
thought of what such a translation means to 
this great land, with its vast population, which 
has held me to the task for more than a quarter 
of acentury. And now I pray that the good 
Lord will pour into the hearts of this people a 
great hunger for his Word and for himself. 

How China needs the undergirding of the 
Scriptures !

South Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma, and Missis- 
sippi. One of the recipients lives with a 
widowed cousin who has four little children, 
and has been praying for a Bible ever since 
she learned to read. Another, a great Bible 
student, had not been able to have a Bible 
since she left the School for the Blind, be- 
cause she could not afford to buy one. An- 
other had been driven from home by his step- 
father. Still another was a helpless, pathetic 
blind man who plays the mouth organ and 
begs for a living. 

Surely all will rejoice that it is possible for such 
to have the Word of God in their own hands. 

Our readers will enjoy with us the very 
interesting report, in a recent letter from one 
of our older Life Members—R. D. Rutherford, 
Sr —of how he became a Life Member of the 
American Bible Society. He says: ; 

“T was made a Life Member of the Bible 
Society by the mother of Capt. Keels, of 
South Carolina. He was severely wounded 
during the war in 63 and brought to my 
home; our home was full of wounded, and Il 
took charge of him and nursed him until he 
died, then buried him myself. After the war 
I sent all his effects to his mother, who in 
return had me made a Life Member of the 
Bible Society. I only mention this to let you 
know how I became one.” 

Our last advices from Egypt are to the 
effect that Mr. Mikhail Bakhit, our special 
Agency Secretary there, left Alexandria early 
in March for a visit of inspection of colpor- 
teurs in upper Egypt. While he was out on 
this work disturbances began 1n the country, 
and he had not yet been able to return. The 
treasurer of the American Mission in Alex- 
andria writes: ‘“‘We had word some time ago 
by telegram that he was safe. Other than 
this we have had no word at all concerning 
him or his movements.”

Togive these the Word of Life is 
the high privilege of all who loyally support 
the Bible Society in its attempt to scatter the 
leaves of the tree of life to these uncounted 
multitudes. 

“In ratio to its Bible production, so does 
evangelism succeed. We therefore most heart- 
ily bespeak for the American Bible Society 
loyal and wholehearted support from Chris- 
tians everywhere.

Amonc the terrible occurrences connected 
with the early months of the war, perhaps 
no fury wrought on structures or buildings 
caused a deeper sense of righteous anger than 
the wanton destruction of the ancient Uni- 
versity and Library of Louvain. 

This institution, dating back to the fif- 
teenth century, the university home of Eras- 
mus, Mercator, and others famous in the- 
humanities and the sciences of the Renais- 
sance, was the pride not only of Belgium but 
of Europe and the whole learned world. 
The treasures of manuscripts, etc., enshrined 
there belonged to the nations. Here was an 
autographed manuscript of Thomas 4 Kem- 
pis. The library possessed also ‘‘a magnificent — 
collection of more than three hundred and 
fifty incunabula, and a precious series of succes- 
sive editions of the Bible.” It is interesting 
to realize that away back in the Middle Ages 
libraries were prized. Thomas 4 Kempis said 
that a monastery without a library was like 
a table without dishes, a garden without 
flowers, a purse without money. 

Generous friends in many countries have 
united to rebuild the University of Louvain 
and to help in the reconstruction of its library. 
Of course, the precious volumes of the past 
can never be recovered. The American Bible 
Society, among other learned institutions, has 
been invited to make a gift to the University | 
of its different publications of the Scriptures 
in foreign languages, and a case containing 
specimens in all these languages has been 
sent to Theo. Wesley Koch, acting chairman 
of the Louvain Library Committee, at the 
Library of Congress in Washington. This 
case will contain Scriptures in Arabic, Ara- 
pahoe, Ancient Armenian, Modern Armenian, 
Armeno-Turkish, Benga, Bohemian, Bulga-_

Tue Recorp has told of the distribution of 
two and a half millions of Testaments by the 
American Bible Society among the soldiers and 
sailors. Stories are now appearing in the mail 
and in the press about some of these little 
Testaments. We reproduce three. 

The Times, of Brooklyn, N. Y., published 
a letter from Francis Myers, ‘“‘a soldier of 
fortune,’’ with an introduction as follows: 


Rockville Center, June 14.—Shortly after America 
entered the war, the Fortnightly Club of Rockville 
Center received a request from the American Bible 
Society for a subscription toward the fund for buying 
Bibles for soldiers and sailors. The club contributed 
$10, and on all the Bibles bought with its subscription 
the Society inscribed the name of the club. What 
the fate of one of the Testaments was is revealed in 
the letter recently received by the president of the 
club, Mrs. Loren H. Rockwell, which follows: 

“Constanza, Roumania, 


“‘My Unknown Friends: ES etna 

“T feel that you will not be offended if I write to 
thank you most heartily for a little Testament that 
I have in my possession at this time. It came to me 
by an indirect route, from what I can understand. 
It was left here by some English soldiers, who in 
their turn were robbed and killed by the Turks, who 
in turn were killed by the Roumanians. ‘The effects 
of the Englishmen were later stolen by the Bulgars, 
whom the Germans routed, and among the baggage 
recovered by the French when they took possession 
was the Testament, and as the French officer who had 
it could not read it he gave it to me. I intended to 
keep it as a souvenir, but about a week ago I was 
lonely and everything seemed very dark, and as I 
had no magazines, I picked out this little book, and 
now I am glad I did. Since then I have read it over 
twice, and understand it better each time. 

““My mother gave me a Bible once, but since then 
I have been around the world,.and when on the way 
to Armenia with food, the ship I was on was tor- 
pedoed, and it was lost with my clothes. I did not 


miss that one, but if I should be without this one now’ 


I would surely miss it. The name of your club 
typed on the fly leaf. * * * :. i se 


“FRANCIS Myers,” ‘

which there is not space to repeat, closed the 
letter. :

‘‘Where are the Testaments you fellows took over- 
seas?”’ 

The question hurled from the Camp Custer gospel 
truck at a line of veterans crowding into a demobiliza- 
tion building brought lightning responses. Dozens 
of voices were instantly raised fn a mingled shout. 

“Here's one I carried through the Argonne wood.’ 
— This one went through hell at Verdun = This 
one stuck to me like the cooties’’—‘‘ Lost mine in the 
mud at Soissons’’—‘‘ Mine stopped a Heinie pill at 
Metz’’—‘‘ Mine was shot up at Chateau Thierry.” 

“‘Where’s yours, Bud?” was the question put to a 
quiet, smooth-faced boy hanging on the tailboard 
of the truck. a 

“Tt went down with the Tuscania,”’ he rejoined. 

All through the crowd these little books were held 
up proudly. They had seen real service. Some were 
sweat-stained, some were without covers, many were 
dog-eared and marked for quick reference. 

“Give us the old ones for new,’’ came the sug- 


gestion. 

Again arose the vigorous reply. 

“No!’— Nix!’’—‘‘ My name’s in this one’’—‘‘ My 
girl’s picture’s in this’’—‘‘ Mine shows the dates I 


was wounded.” 

‘‘All right, keep your old ones and we'll match 
7em. Want new ones?” 

“Say, we appreciate this more than cigarettes and 
chocolate,’’ remarked one soldier, whose cherished 
Testament carried a picture of his mother as he 
reached to have it ‘‘matched.”’ 

So it went every day as the big truck carried serv- 
ices to the men who could not gather at the hut. 


SOLDIERS’ TESTAMENTS SENT HOME 


A package, very sacred and hallowed, was delivered 
at New York headquarters recently. It contained 
thirty-six Testaments from overseas, taken from the 
bodies of dead soldiers on some battlefield in France. 
Twelve have complete addresses and will be sent to 
relatives of the men who carried them. Five have 
incomplete addresses, and the remaining nineteen 
will be given away where they can do the most good 
and ‘“‘carry on’’ in the largest way. Twenty-six of 
these Testaments were of those given by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society in the gift of 1,000,000 to the 
Neva SAs 


In a Testament belonging to Private Harry 
R. Coleman, Co. E, 4th Infantry, was found 
this touching message and prayer, printed in 
the August issue of the ‘‘Y”’ paper: 


“In case of death notify my mother, Mrs. Mabel 
R. Coleman, 323 Main Street, Brockport, N. Y. 
_Tell her my last thoughts were of her and Dad and 
the good, peaceful home I left to help put down the 
Kaiser.. I have done my best to be a Christian, a 
gentleman and a good soldier. Thank you. : 

“Presented by Chaplain Merrill, 4th U. S. In- 
fantry. ‘Come unto me all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden and I will give you rest.’ 

“God is good. Has He not given us life and all the 
beautiful things composing it; has He not given us 
a chance to fight for Him to gain a frée and demo- 
cratic world in which all people may live as brothers? _ 
We soldiers of this terrible world war feel that our 


cause is a righteous and just one and therefore we * 


take our hardships with a light heart and a fortitude 
found only in those of Godly spirit. It is our prayer — 
always that the Almighty will find a way to hasten 
the end that we may go back to our peaceful life 
again. 

“And to those of us who may fall in battle God 
grant that they go as Christians and as men.”

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Bookselling at the Yuin-chang Evangelistic Meetings

I WAS unavoidably a day late in arriving 

at Yuin-chang, and as I entered the city 
‘had visual evidence that the campaign had 
begun. On the massive city gates were 
|placards announcing the meetings, many 
passersby carried familiar booklets in their 
hands, and as I passed along large notices 
suspended across the street told that the 
gospel of Christ was being preached there. 


during some of the numerous robber attacks, 
and this was the voluntary expression of his 
gratitude. Mr. Ch’en, of the Tract Society, 
who had gone up from Chungking, was in 
charge of the bookselling at this place. 

The books on sale at these four points were 
Gospel portions and tracts. The portions 
were the four Gospels, sold separately, and 
Acts; they sell for five-cash each.

A Grateful Cloth Merchant Loans his Shop 
gi for a Bookstore 

We had a shop on the busiest portion of the 
main street, exclusively for the sale of books. 
The use of this shop was given by its owner, a 
cloth merchant. He removed his stock of 
cloth to an inner courtyard and cleared the 
shop entirely for our use for the duration of 
the meetings. He was not a Christian, but 
had taken refuge at the Christian church

any available open space, sold to the passersby. 
I personally sold two hundred portions in two 
hours in one such place. Three market-days 
occurred during the nine days of the campaign, 
and on each of these three days thousands of 
people from the surrounding country came to 
the city. They bought and accepted many 
books. , 

In all we put in circulation over seventy 
thousand tracts, many Bibles and Testaments, 
and about eight thousand Gospel portions. 
My faith had not reached so far, and in the 
midst of the meetings I had to telegraph to 
Chungking for a further supply of books. 
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‘*Mai deh eu”’ 

On some of the streets we sold books from 
door to door, and in such cases would often 
get the reply, ‘Mai deh eu, ” «<T have already 
bought,’’ and they would bring out their books 
to show. This afforded us an opportunity to 
urge them to come to the tent meetings to 
hear the gospel expounded. I often saw 
people at the tent who had been invited in 
this way, and was encouraged by their earnest 
attention, also rejoiced to see them return to 
later meetings. 


China Reverences the Printed Page 
The printed matter thus scattered will serve 
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to keep in mind the spoken Word, and to 
carry on the work of the evangelistic campaign. 
The sacred regard in which the printed charac- 
ter is held in China is of inestimable value to 
the Bible and tract societies. No printed | 
page is ever wantonly destroyed; if it is be- 
yond use it is reverently burnt, but before 
that it is treasured and read and reread, and 
we have reason to hope that most of the more 
than eighty thousand books we have dis- 
tributed will be read until they are worn out. 

The soil in Yuin-chang has been carefully 
prepared. May the Lord of the harvest 
grant that the seed thus scattered broadcast 
may bring forth much fruit! 


The Bible at Coney Island and Elsewhere

HE Eastern Agency of the American Bible 
Society each summer co-operates with the 
open-air evangelistic work carried on at Coney 
Island by the Brooklyn City Mission and 
Tract Society. It has been the custom for a 
colporteur to be present each Saturday after-

noon and on holidays with the Scriptures in 
various languages for those who desire to pur- 
chase them. The free distribution of Scrip- 
tures is done by the evangelists of the Brooklyn 
City Mission, which has special funds with 
which it purchases Scriptures from the Eastern 
Agency. and provides them to be given away 
gratuitously. 


The Bible Society colporteur does not sell a 
great many Scriptures, as portions are given 
away to any who want them, but always has 
many personal interviews that are helpful 
in the work. Our records show that in 1917 
7 Bibles, 12 Testaments, and 153 portions were 


sold. In 1918, 4 Bibles, 26 Testaments, and 
45 portions, a grand total of 237 volumes.

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The Rev. T. C. Roberts-Horsfield is an 
earnest and enthusiastic believer in the open- 
air method of preaching Christ, and distribut- 
ing his Holy Word. This year Mr. Horsfield 
and his co-workers have had meetings every 
day except Saturday and Sunday on the steps 
of Borough Hall, Brooklyn, and at these 
meetings many Scriptures are distributed to 
those desiring them. Mr. Horsfield upon re- 
quest has furnished us with the following 
statement of the open-air services at Coney 
Island: 


Rev. T. C. Roberts-Horsfield’s Story 

The open-air method of distributing the 
Bible and portions of it by sale or by gift, at 
proper seasons of the year, seems to be most 
desirable, since it attracts the attention of the 
passing crowds as in no other way. This 
method was adopted by the Brooklyn City 
Mission and Tract Society and has been car- 
ried on for a period of eighteen summers. 

An interesting feature of the Bible work 
at Coney Island is the large distribution in 
foreign languages, for here congregate people 
from nearly all parts of the world. Many of 
them are attached to the various concessions 
and shows, and others are simply visitors. 
One season we distributed the Bible and por- 
tions in thirty-six languages and dialects. 
Last year the distribution at Coney Island 
was in eighteen languages and dialects and 
was jointly under the supervision of the Rev. 
T. C. Roberts-Horsfield, in charge of the 
evangelistic services on the shore, and the 
Rev. Robert Rein, at the shows and amuse- 
ments and concessions. 


Fifty-one Thousand Volumes of Scriptures 
in Thirty-six Languages 
A great portion of our work from the evan- 
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gelistic platform is Jewish. We specially dis- 
tribute Scriptures that are desirable for this 
class, in Yiddish; namely, the Pentateuch and 
Paul’s Epistle to the Hebrews, bound together; 
also those portions that tell of the Messiah. 
The books are eagerly sought and carried 
away, and are not wasted or destroyed. They 
are given only to those that agree to read 
them. During the past eighteen summers, on 
the sands of Coney Island, we have distributed 
over fifty-one thousand Bibles, Testaments, and 
portions of the Bible in thirty-six languages 
and dialects. 


A Tugboat Captain Won—Wins One Hun- 
dred and Forty Others 

Many wonderful incidents of blessings 
brought to those receiving the Bible at Coney 
Island could be related, of which the following 
is an example: A tugboat captain attended 
the gospel services on the sands of Coney 
Island, visited the Bible stand, and bought a 
Bible. That same night on his tugboat he 
read it and was converted. He immediately 
began to tell the story of his conversion and 
also distributed the Word of God until one 
hundred and forty men had been converted 
under his ministry. May God continue to 
bless this important phase of work. 

A former Manager of the American Bible 
Society, who is still the chairman of the East- 
ern Agency’s Advisory Committee, Lewis DD 
Mason, M.D., is greatly interested in the 
work, liberally supports it, and attends the 
meetings as often as his time and strength 
permit. Though his failing eyesight greatly 
handicaps his activities, he is most earnest 
and energetic in every good work and is doing 
much in many ways for the advancement of 


the kingdom of Christ. 


Touring Experiences in West China

URING March and April I had the pleas- 

ure of making two preaching and book- 

selling journeys into the country. . The first led 

me west, then due north, and finally back an- 

other way to Chengtu. Part of it Mr. Hartwell, 

of the Canadian Methodist Mission, and I 
made in company. 

We left the city in the bright dry weather 
of the spring, when nature was trying to look 
her very best. Passing out of the west gate 
we skirted the grounds of the annual Flower 
Fair, where thousands of people were attend- 
ing this ancient institution. One was tempted 
to linger, but the fields beyond were no less

attractive. The oil plant was in full bloom, 
the beans likewise, both lading the atmosphere 
with their rich scent and making the plain 
one great lake of sweet entrancing color. At 
one place I saw a great stretch of nothing but 
the oil flower; it was like a vast sheet of bur- 
nished gold. The single drawback was the 
dustiness of the mud roads. Rain had not 
fallen for six weeks, the constant traffic had 
ground the surface into fine powder, and all 
day we traveled in a cloud of superfine grit 
that penetrated the clothing, stuck to the 
face, and got into the mouth. What sights 
we were, on arrival at our first city! With my 
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rough black serge suit I looked like a cross 
between a flour miller and a chimney sweep. 

The day before my men had gone ahead to 
prepare for a meeting, and we found all ar- 
ranged. Notices had been posted up and 
the town-crier was going from street to street 
announcing the event. On that evening we 
had a bumper crowd. It was cheering to see 
so many come within sound of the gospel. 
There was also a fine spirit in the gathering 
that boded well for its success. 

Next day we left the main highway and 
followed a quiet road leading north. Here we 
got away from the dust and discomfort of the 
previous day. We delivered tracts en route 
to the country people on “‘How to Pray for 
Rain.”” The leaflet was appropriate for all 
who were longing for this blessing, and they 
eagerly accepted it, many even chasing after 
us for a copy. 

Coming to a village, a man hailed me from 
a tea shop, urging me to go in and drink tea 
with him. His name was Ja. A year before 
he had been to one 
of our meetings and 
bought a Gospel. 
What he had heard 
and seen and read 
had changed his out- 
look on life. He was 
not a Christian, but 
was on the highway 
to become one. Af- 
ter a talk he asked if 
we could not open an 
outstation in his dis- 
trict. We invited - 
him to visit often a church six miles away. 
That was his only present chance of hearing 
more of the truth. 

In the afternoon we came to Wukiachang, 
one of Mr. Hartwell’s outstations. Here too 
they had arranged for our coming. The 
church was not a large one, yet somehow we 
crowded over two hundred people into it. 
The interest never slackened throughout, but 
was as keen as the crowding was tense—good 
seed-sowing time. Perhaps the Old Adversary 
knew this, for here he stirred up some slight 
opposition. In China this is chronic, but of 
late years it has seldom taken outward form. 
Hostility since the revolution has confined 
itself chiefly to wordy denunciations behind 
our backs, or to the insistence that Christianity 
has nothing which is not contained in the 
writings of the sages. The Buddhists even 
dare to steal some of our New Testament 
teachings. In a large temple not far from 
Chengtu the priests have taken one of our 


nation.’’ 


hymns, substituted the name of Buddha for. 


Christ, and are using it as their own! | 
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‘““Darkness and gloom reign in China. 
The Bible is the only remedy by which we 
will save China, cure the corrupt officials 
and heal the ambitious politicians, inspire 
the educators and uplift the poor; and 
the best of all is to tell our people how to 
do righteousness and sacrifice for our own 


Message to the American Bible Society, received in June, 
1919, from the Commissioner for Foreign Affairs to the 
Viceroy of Nanking, Wen Shih Tsin. 
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Our next ‘‘port of call” was Antepu, a 
hamlet we visited a year before. It was here 
I met the old man whose dogs had attacked 
me. [See September, 1918, Recorp, Pp. 154.] 
I found him frailer in body, but still interested 
in Christianity. Mr. Hartwelland Thad another 
meeting in the evening, this time on an open 
space of ground behind a school that held all 
who cared to come. 

On the morrow we separated. He wanted 
to preach at an outstation to the south, and 
I went further north, to Kuaulisien, to spend 
the week-end. The missionary of this station 
was still on furlough and the Christians 
anxious for a foreign pastor to visit them. 
Immediately all fell into line in the effort to 
reach the outside masses, and with their aid 
we had several fine meetings. For three 
nights running the church was jammed. Dur- 
ing the day we had preaching and tract dis- 
tribution work on the main street. Before 
we left sixteen men had enrolled their names as 
desirous to become Christians. To each one was 

given a Catechism. 

One of the sixteen 
- was a middle-aged 

man of good stand- 
ing, named Yuin, 
who lived on the rice- 
market street. He 
had read through 
Luke and Acts and 
had a basis of Chris- 
tian knowledge that 
made his winning 
much more easy. 

Here was another 
instance where our Bible Society work had 
been effective. 

In the early afternoon we stopped at a large 
market town on the Fu River. The headman 
assigned us the use of a temple for a meeting 
that might be, and a host of his fellow-towns- 
men listened well to the gospel message. If 
one could only believe all the nice things said 
to one’s face, and accept the flattering speeches 
about Christianity the Chinese can give, we 


could write glowing accounts of our work. 


But they are born flatterers. It remains true 
that only the few as yet repent. So with 
this headman. He was infinitely polite and 
obliging, but beyond being impressed re- 
mains much as he was before. However, ten 
years ago he would have been openly hostile; 
since then he and his countrymen have 
traveled some distance forward. There is that 
comfort in our labors. 
removed and our Bible work is laying a foun- 
dation for the future.

yet so inoffensively, that 
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From there we went to Tanlin, seeking that 
everyone within its four walls might have the 
opportunity of salvation. The Christians in the 
plaace lent their help. One of them secured 
number of forms and had us go along and 
hold an open-air meeting outside his house. 
My men preached daily in the tea shops, 
only ceasing in time to have supper and pre- 
pare for the evening meeting. We found one 
or two men in the soldiers’ camp keenly in- 
terested. Our visit did them good, and I was 
able to be of service to an old man who had 
proved himself friendly in bygone days to the 
Christians. We met accidentally by the 
wayside. Noticing he suffered from con- 
junctivitis, I offered to give him an eyewash 
of sulphate of zinc. As the conversation pro- 
ceeded it transpired he knew a number of the 
church members, etc. He came the next day 
and took away the lotion. Let us hope he 
will not forget the gospel he heard. 

From Tanlin we proceeded to Meichow. 
This is a large center, where an evangelist who 
is one of my own old “‘boys”’ is in charge of 
the station. His church, his home, his heart 
were open to us. It was a pleasure to assist 
him in his work. While here we also visited 
a town where eighteen months ago I had be- 
come acquainted with an old man who was 
one of the four I spoke about in last year’s 
reports. [See September, 1918, Recorp, p. 154.] 
He heard I had come again. Elbowing his way 
through the crowd, he found me with the 
men, preaching in the main thoroughfare. I 
knew him instantly. He had grown thinner, 
but the keen eyes were the same, and this 
time a kindly smile welcomed me. He in- 
sisted on taking me off to a tea shop for a 
friendly chat. To show his joy he bought a 
large packet of the best sweetmeats in the 
market for me to have with my tea. He told 
me he had been suffering from malaria. It 
had been trying his strength for months, 
though now he felt better. I said I would 
leave some quinine with the evangelist at 
Meichow for him. The old man’s soul was in 
his eyes. He was still reading his New Testa- 
ment, and our coming cheered him along. 

Sitting there a piece of side play happened 
that intensely interested and pleased me. A 
Roman Catholic convert came along and saw 
him talking to me. It happened this man 
had been trying to tamper with his faith. He 
said: “I see you have an honorable guest to- 
day.” ‘‘Yes,’’ he said, “I recognize the true 
Lord.” The Roman Catholic term for God 
is the Lord of Heaven. When the old man 
said this he was letting him know he believed 
in the same God as he did—not in the same 
religion. He put it so well and so politely, 
one admired the 
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cleverness of his reply. The Roman Catholic 
continued: “Yes, you have a foreign priest 
as your friend.’’ Instantly he replied, ‘He 
is a pastor.”’ The old soul did not want me 
labeled as a Romish priest. I bowed to the 
speaker, and calling for another cup of tea in- 
vited him to sit down with us. I got him to open 
up and talk. Slowly, carefully, he got such 
heckling as heshan’t forgetformany aday. My 
man Mr. Loo and I rubbed it in so about the 
celibacy of their priests, their extraordinary 
customs, and likeness to heathen priests, that 
he found not a word to answer. As we parted 
I told him to come and get some eye medicine, 
which he gratefully said he would do. 

I told the old man I hoped to go home and 
see my parents next year; that we might not 
meet again for some time, but that I should 
remember him and hoped he would be spared 
until my return. He bade me an affectionate 
farewell. 

Meichow was the last city I delayed in. I 
left the men for several days to visit other 
towns and returned here to attend to things. 
We have had other work and other meetings, 
but am not writing more now. Perhaps these 
short notes of our country experiences may be 
interesting to those who have our work at 
heart. We men on the field fear that the 
home public may grow indifferent. ‘The need 
out here is so urgent and vast that it can never 
be sufficiently emphasized; so, if what I am 
writing now helps to maintain the interest, I 
shall be glad.
